S. R. O, No. 6/3(A)/57— WHEREAS a notice of certain 
draft proposals to impose a trade tvnd profession tax within the 
limits of the Faizabad Cantonment, was'published on the 5th 
December, 1 975, by affixing the same on a conspicuous part of 
the office of the Cantonment Board, Faizabad, as required by 
section 61, read with section 255, of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), inviting objections and suggestions from all 
persons likely to bo affected thereby till the expiry of a period of 
forty-five days from the date of publication of the said notice; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public on the said draft by the aforesaid Cantonment 
Board during the period specified in the notice; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 60 of the said Act, and in supersession of the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No, 
SRO 346, dated the 1st August, 1953, the Cantonment Board, 
Faizabad, with the previous sanction of the Central Govern- 
ment, hereby imposes trade and profession tax within tho limits 
of the said Cantonment at the rates shown in the Schedule set 
out below ; 

Provided that — 

(1) a person carrying on more than one trade, profession 
or calling in the same premises shall be liable to pay 
the full amount of tax in respect of the trade, profession 
or calling for which the rate of tax is highest and half of 
the tax prescribed for the other trades, professions or 
callings ; 

(2) a person carrying on trade, profession or calling in 
more than one premises shall be liable to pay the tax 
separately for each premises; 

(3) the aggregate amount payable by a person in any one 
yeai’, shall not exceed rupees two hundred and fifty; 

(4) the dealer of any trade, profession or calling starting 
his business on or after the 1st day of October in a par- 
ticular year shall be required to pay half of the tax 
prescribed in the said Schedule for that year only.
